For Forest Fires. 

CAMP GRAYLING -~ Ohio’s Na- 
tional Guardsmen are cooperating 
with the order issued by Michigan’s 
Governor Romney banning camp- 
fires and smoking in the tinder-dry 
forest areas around Camp Gray- 
ling. ; 

Commanders have set up specif- 
ic smoking areas in clearings ar- 
round the training areas for their 
men. They have banned the use of 
open campfires, though it is doubt- 
ful any would have been built any- 
way. 

Units firing weapons into impact 
areas north of Grayling have been 
instructed to keep experienced 
fire-fighting men at the ready to 
put out any possible fires. It was 
pointed out that the impact 
areas — uninhabited -~ are bound- 
ed by large fire lanes on all sides. 

The Division Artillery has one 
unit on alert at aJl times, ready to 
fight any fire that might break out 
in the Bear Lake area. This is 
standard operating procedure with- 
in the division. :
